The Medical Secretary's Visit to South Africa. 
Accorpinc to the latest news received from the Medical 
Secretary, Mafeking is maintaining the reputation of 
South Africa for kindness and hospitality. In the unavoid- 
able absence of Drs. R. Bailey and H. R. F. Towne, the 
only other practitioners in Mafeking, Dr. D. M. MacRae, 
the P.M.O. of the Bechuanaland Protectorate Service, 
received Dr. Cox most hospitably. At dinner at Dr. 
MacRae’s on New Year’s Eve Dr. Cox met, among others, 
the resident magistrate, Major Robertson, and the Resident 
Commissioner for Bechuanaland, His Honour Colonel 
Ellenberger, C.M.G. Dr. Cox also later dined with Colonel 
Ellenberger. The Mafeking town clerk and the town 
surveyor were very good in showing Dr, Cox relics of the 
siege of Mafeking. At Ladysmith there was a meeting of 
the local profession over an excellent dinner. Dr. Cox was 
taken round the hospital and the local battlefields by 
Dr. C. L. Burman, son of the late Dr. C. E. L. Burman 
of Alnwick, President of the North of England Branch. 
At Pietermaritzburg Dr. Cox was met by Dr. D. Campbell 
Watt (President) and Dr. C. Cooper (Vice-President) of 
the Natal Inland Branch. A well attended meeting of the 
Branch was held, and also a dinner, at which nearly all 
the local profession were present, in addition to two repre- 


sentatives who had travelled for the occasion from Durban. 


The company included His Honour Sir G. T. Plowman, 
K.C.M.G., Administrator of Natal, who proposed the toast 
of the British Medical Association, and the Chief Justice 
of Natal. On January 2nd Dr. Cox journeyed to Durban 
by car with Dr. Cooper. The whole local profession joined 
in doing honour to the representative of the home 
Association. 


Certification under the National Insurance Acts. 

Insurance medical practitioners are occasionally appealed 
to by their insured women patients in connexion with 
difficulty experienced by the latter in obtaining sickness 
benctit in respect of the period between the date of their 
last medical certificate and confinement. The practitioner 
is, of course, unable to issue a further medical certificate 
during the confinement period although the insured person 
stil! remains incapacitated. Usuatly the difficulty is over- 
come by the approved society accepting the maternity 
benefit certificate for both purposes, but where the society 
refuses so to accept the maternity benefit certificate as 
evidence of incapacity during the period from the date 
of the last medical certificate and confinement, the patient 
Should be advised to report such refusal to the local 
Inspector of tke Ministry of Health. 


Cardiganshire Medical Officer of Health, 

The medical officer of health for Cardiganshire having 
accepted a very much better paid appointment, the 
Cardiganshire County Council is again looking for a 
M.O.H. It might reasonably have been expected that it 
would have profited by its experience and offered a 
salary which would induce a good man to remain with 
it. This, however, is not the case. The council is now offer- 
ing an inclusive sum which, when official expenses have 
been met, will leave the new M.O.H.—if it obtains one— 
with something slightly in excess of £600 a year, a payment 
very little better than that which can be earned by a 
medical man when taking up his first post in public health 
work. The salary offered is, of course, far below that laid 
down in the British Medical Association’s salaries scale, 
and consequently the advertisement cannot appear in the 
medical journals. As we go to press a further offer has 
been notified and is under consideration. 


Meetings of Branches and Divisions. 


Kenya Brancu. 
A specraL meeting of the Kenya Branch was held at Nairobi on 
July 15th, 1925. Before proceeding to business the Presipent spoke 
od con loss the Branch had sustained by the death of Dr. B. W. 
akers. 

After some discussion regarding the future policy of the Nairobi 
European Hospital a motion was adopted, without dissent, accepting 
the principle of the hospital being thrown open to the general 
practitioners, with a proviso that the Government should retain 
control and that the question be reopened at the end of a year. 
Drs. R. W. Burkitt, M. Mackinnon, G. V. W. Anderson, J. B. 
Clarke, and A. D. J. B. Williams were appointed representatives 
to lay the views of the Branch before the Government committee 
appointed to consider this subject. 


At the meeting on September 9th the proposed rules of organiza- 
tion of the Branch were further considered and adopted with certain 
modifications. 

Considerable discussion took place on the proposed new regula- 
tions for the East African Medical Service, and the following 
motion was carried without dissent : 

That the Kenya Branch of the British Medical Association, having 
received a copy of Colonial Office Pamphlet African (East) No. 1103, 
embodying new regulations for the East African Medical Service, 
which are already in force in adjacent Colonies and are about to Le 
enforced in Kenya, and which adversely affect the conditions of service 
of present members of the East African Medical Service, strongly 
deprecates the departure from the principle that members of a service 
should not be forced to accept to their detriment new regulations 
without adequate compensating advantages, and not be permitted to 
exercise the option of remaining under the regulations under which 
they were engaged, The Branch considers that the enforcement of the 
new regulations as proposed in the covering Colonial Office dispatch, by 
abrogating this principle, constitutes a moral breach of contract. 

The resolution then proceeded to enumerate the part icular respects 
in which the present members of the East African Medical Service 
are penalized by the new regulations. 


At the meeting on October 14th the Secrerary reported that he 
had been informed that the acting Colonial Secretary had _ cabled 
to the Secretary of the State asking him to suspend the application 
of the regulations in Kenya. ; 

Dr. J. B. Crarke, having drawn attention to the inadequate 
dation provided by the Government for its medical 
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@fficers, a motion was unanimously adopted expressing the opinion 
) the housing provided for Government medical officers, especially 

out-stations, 1s far from satisfactory; and as the efficiency of 
the officers concerned is thus impaired, again urging upon Govern- 
ment the necessity of providing adequate housing accommodation 
for all its medical officers. 

Dr. R. W. Burkirr opened a discussion on blood pressure, in which 
a number of members took part. A voie of thanks was subsequently 
accorded to Dr. Burkitt for his paper. 

Dr. Norman P. Jewell was appointed auditor of the Branch for 
the ensuing year. 

A discussion took place on_individual medical defence, and a 
subcommittee, consisting of Drs. Burkitt, Clarke, and F. J. C. 
Johnstone, was appointed to consult a lawyer and to prepare a 
scheme for consideration at a fuiure meeting. 

The Presipent gave a brief account of the East African Com- 
mission Report, ee particularly on the sections of the 
report referring to the public health services. Dr, Jex-Blake was 
deputed to prepare, in collaboration with the President, a 
memorandum on the subject for transmission to headquarters.

Ecyprian Braxcn. 
Tue annual general the Branch was held ai 
Cairo on December 30th, 1925. Ways and means of holding clinical 
meetings were discussed at great length, and it was decided to 
have one such meeting in January, which should be preceded by 
a short special meeting whereat the ideas and wishes of the members 
in regard to the holding of clinical meetings during the winter 
months could be ascertained and the business of ceding office- 
bearers for 1926 and other outstanding matters be proceeded with. 
Tt was finally arranged to hold the meeting at Kasr-cl-Aini in 
January, and to invite Dr. Derry to read a paper on that occasion. 


Metropouitan Counties Brancn: Lewisnam Division. 
A mertixnc of the Lewisham Division was held on January 19th, 
when Dr. R. Gopwin Cuase was in the chair. 

The recommendation of the executive, that the Division should 
—_ the following resolution under its Ethical Rules, was carried 
by 9 voies to nil: 

_That in the opinion of the Lewisham Division no medical practi- 
tioner should apply for any public health appointment within the 
area of the Division the salary of which does not conform to the scale 
of minimum commencing salaries for whole-time chief medical officers 
of health and medical officers of other grades and/or for combined 
posts of those medical officers who are employed by more than one 
authority, as approved and adopted as the policy of the Association 
by the Representative Body at the Annual Representative Meeting at 
Bath, 1925, or continue to hold any such appointment made after 
January 19th, 1925, at a lower rate of remuneration than that 
applicable thereto as contained in and laid down by the said scale. 

The Division also decided, by 9 votes to nil, to recommend ihe 
Branch to take corresponding action as regards the adoption of a 
similar resolution under the Branch Ethical Rules. 

Dr. Haroip Pritcuarn delivered an address on chronic infective 
processes. He said that these conditions resulted from absorption 


of toxins due to bacterial agency or from pete action of ti 
normal flora. pa pp were generally found in the saliva, an 
in disease they might cause danger. The mouth, and especially th 
teeth, harboured many germs, and while the hydrochloric acid o 
the gastric juice kept the stomach free, bacteria increased at the 
lower part of the ileum. The tonsils could be drained in the adult 
by pushing them through the ring of a tonsillotome and exerti 
pressure without any cutting. The nasa] sinuses and gall bladder 
were also seats of chronic infection, as were the prostate in men 
and the cervix in women. The clin:cal picture might be that of 
fat or a thin person, usually the latter, with a sallow complexion 
and multiple angiectases; the skin lost its elasticity, and giddiness 
and palpitation were complained of. Vaccines were of some use, 
but were often given at too short intervals. : 

Drs. Cyase, Barn, Mitcer, Beatriz, and Gray joined in the dis 
cussion, to which Dr. Pritcuarp replied, A discussion then took 
place on child welfare centres and lying-in homes. : 


Nortu oF EnGianp Branch: Hartieroots Division. 
A meetinG of the Hartlepools Division was held in the Cameron 
Hospital, West Hartlepool, on January 28th, when the Chairman, 
Dr. J. E. Enciisn, presided. Mr. R. J. Wittay, M.Y.O., MS. 
Newcasile-on-Tyne, gave an address entitled “ Investigation of an 
obscure abdominal lesion.” 

Mr. Willan explained that his intention was to illustrate the 
value and importance of pyelo raphy in the diagnosis of abdominal 
lesions. He briefly sketched t anatomical and _ histological 
features of ihe kidney, and detailed the method of injecting the 

elvis of the organ with a solution opaque to + rays. He then 
, veel ne a series of slides, showing first the appearance of 
the normal kidney examined by this meihod, and then that of 
various pathological conditions—pyelitis, hydronephrosis, congenital 
cystic kidney, tuberculosis, malignant disease, calculi, and abnor- 
malities of the ureter. The pyelograms of these lesions were 
followed in each case by a photograph of the kidney removed by 
operation. Mr. Willan quoted a series of cases in which a 
diagnosis was arrived at only after s-ray examinations of bowels 
and kidneys, and others in which bad mistakes were avoided, 
thanks to pyelography. Mr. Willan exhibited a number of patho- 
logical specimens, and by means of phantom bladders gave a 
demonstration of cystoscopy and ureteral catheterization. 


Oxrorp anp Reapinc Branco: Oxrorp Division. 
Tue Oxford Division held its first meeting of the year at the 
Radcliffe Infirmary on January 27th. Dr. CHeatte was in the 
chair, and thirty members attended. 

In private business, the report of the Executive Committee, 
recommending that the Division should adopt the scale of 
salaries for medical officers of health, was received and adopted 
unanimously, on the motion of Dr. CrurcksHan«x, seconded by 
Dr. RUSSELL. 

it was agreed thai the Executive Committee, having co-opted 
Drs. Proudfoot, Sturrock, and Gibson, should prepare replies to 
the questionary on puerperal morbidity and mortality. 


Clinical Cases. 

Dr. Atpen showed a child, aged 7, with bronchiectasis which 
originated in an attack of measles at 3 years, Dr. Yevr reported 
an instance of recovery from paralytic ileus of two weeks’ dura- 
tion, followi appendicectomy in a child aged 5. Mr. Hues 
WuirteLocke showed specimens from two gynaecological patients 
upon whom he had recently operated: (1) Multiple fibromata of 
left ovary removed from a patient aged 46, who exhibited the 
characteristic slow symptomless growth wiih the accompanying 
asciies which is an important diagnostic feature in these cases, 
The tumour was known to have been present at the last confine 
ment twelve years previously. (2) Uterus removed for suspected 
chorion-epithelioma where ihe pathological diagnosis was still 
uncertain. 

Chronie Diarrhoca. 

Dr. Letnesy Tipy read a paper on chronic diarrhoea. He classified 
the various types of diarrhoea according to their origin in particular 
parts of the alimentary tract—for example, stomach, small intes- 
tine, secretory glands, and colon. In the first group were the 
cases in which there was a deficiency of HCl, and the stomach 
showed rapid passive emptying. Treatment consisted of am 
ordinary mixed diet, finely subdivided, and the administration of 
at least 5] of HCl during the meal, combined with a small 
amount (3j) of glycerine of pepsine. In the small intestine chronie 
diarrhoea resulted from tuberculous disease, “ chili,” and the 
residual effects of a general inflammation. The treatment of the 
tuberculous variety was notably unsatisfactory; in the other types 
warmth and magnesium or sodium sulphate were indicated. 
Coeliac disease was the outstanding example of the third group. 
Mild grades were common, and were usually recovered from before 
adult age was reached. In the colon the commonest causes of 
chronic diarrhoea were: (au) malignant disease; (/) nervous 
diarrhoea; (c) purgatives taken by patients to overcome the 
difficulties arising from the habitual neglect to attend to the calls 
of nature; (d) dysenteries. 

The treatment of nervous diarrhoea, ofien associated with 
visceroptosis and laxiiy of the abdominal wall, was by no means 
satisfactory. In the treatment of (c) (the dyschezia of Hurst 
3iv of a carefully selected brand of liquid paraffin—without addet 
drugs—taken at night was the correct procedure, Chronic colitis 
should be treated via the reclum, commencing wiih starch aD 
opium enemata, the total velume of which should never excee 
4 oz. These should be given slowly by rubber catheter about 
five times a week. Washes of sodium chloride (5j-to a_pint) fort 
ihe next stage in treatment; the amount should be 2 to 23 pints, 
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and it should be given at the rate of about 1 pint in ten minutes. 
It was very doubtful whether the long tube ever made its way out 
of the rectum, and it should never be used. Of medicated 
enemata the best probably were those contiining argyrol and 
collargol gr. 2 to the ounces im amount of oz., given slowly, 
retained for five minutes at first, finally for twenty minutes; it 
must be preceeded by a simple wash. The diet was of com- 
paratively httle importance. If treatment by mouth were con- 
sidered desirable tr. opii mv, in a chalk or bismuth mixture, could 
be employed. Alcohol should not be used, nor hypodermic 
injections of morphine. Muco-membranous colitis was essentially 
a constipation where the mental aspect of the —— required 
treatment. The best method of treating the bowel was by lavage. 
In the epinion of the reader of the paper operation was 
unnecessary. 

Dr. Tidy’s useful and practical paper was much appreciated and 
was discussed by several members.

Surrork West Dtvision. 
A MEETING ef the West Suffolk Division was held at the West 
Suffolk General Hospital on January 19th. 

The Divisien adopted a resolution under its Ethical Rules 
relative te the scale of minimum commencing salaries for public 
health medical officers. 

Pucrpera! Morbidity. 

Dr. J. R. C, Canwey introduced the interim report of the 
Puerperal Morbidity Committee, and emphasized the more impor- 
tant points therein. He made the following observations with 
regard to peimtis not included in the report: (1) In regard to the 
essential mature of the infection, other organisms ides the 
streptococcus might be r le; for imstance, pneumococcus and 
staphylococcus. Dr. Canney also poinied out that a previous 
gonococcal imfection might, by devilalizing the tissues, increase the 
susceptibility of the patient to other infections. He instanced 
two cases ef aplastic septicaemia, in both of which there had 
been a previews gonococcal infection. (2) In regard to endogenous 
infections, he pointed out that no mention was made in the repori 
of the plaeemtal site as a midus for organisms. (3) In regard to 
treatment, Dr. Canney considered the most valuable remedies to 
be serum im acute cases, blood transfusion in chronic cases with 
secondary anaemia, and drainage of the uterus by Carrel-Dakin 
tubes in cases where drainage was insufficient. (4) Dr. Canney 
emphasized the importance of ante-natal care and the detection 
of focuses frem infection as a prophylactic measure. 

A genera} discussion followed on Dr. Canney’s able introduction 
of the repert, in which nearly all the members present took part. 
Various pemte arose in discussion. One was the connexion 
between scarlet fever and puerperal is. Several members 
stated that. in the course of practice they had been unable to 
detect any cennexion between the two diseases, and Dr. Canvey 
remarked that this was borne out by the fact that he had seen 
a case in whieh ecarlet fever arose five days after labour without 
any infection of the pelvic organs taking place. It was generally 
agreed that cases arising after the fifih day of the puerperium are 
not due te exegenous infection. 

The meeting then attempted {(o fill up the questionary issued 
by the committee, but it was found impossible to give any very 
definite answers to the questions. 

Dr. Mercatre gave notice of a motion for the next meeting of 
the Division to discuss the question of the provision of accom- 
modation by the public health authorities for cases of puerperal 
septicaemia. 

A very hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Dr. Canney for 
attending the meeting and infroducing the report. 


YorksHire Branch: Wakerre.p, Ponterract, AND CasTLEForp 
Division. 
Address on Luw and Medicine. 
A meetInG ef the Wakefield, Pontefract, and Castleford Division 
was held m Wakefield on January Hth, when Dr. Witiiam 
Steven was in the chair. Mr. Lister Crort, LL.B., secretary to 
the West Ridmg and Wakefield Panel Committee, in an address 
on law and medicine, pointed out the many associations between 
the two professions, some of them common and well known, others 
not so common and probably new to many of those present. 
Mr. Croft dealt at some length with the laws of evidence, and 
save many himts valuable medical practitioners. good 
Witness should have the subject-matter clearly in his mind, should 
give direct and concise answers to questions, should be wary of 
doubtful questions, should avoid arguing with counsel, and should 
speak distinctly. He also should, as far as sible, avoid the 
use of technical terms when simpler expressions would suffice. 
The evidence should be based ou accurate and full observation. 


and he quoted a Scots judge who said that when a doctor 
examined a dead body he should examine everything. The medical 
witness should always carefully distinguish between facts and 
inferences. In cross-examination the chief aim of counsel was 
to find out what the medical man had omitted to do and what 
he was ignorant of, in order that the evidence of the witness 
might be discredited. It was therefore most important that a 
medical witness should carefully prepare his evidence and satisfy 
himself that it was complete and reliable in all respects. Mr. 
Croft, in dealing with the question of privilege, remarked that, 
although the law afforded privilege to lawyers, it did not do so 
to doctors. A medical witness was not bound to say anythin 
which might incriminate himself, but, apart from this, he mu 
answer all relevant questions, and the question of relevancy 
would be settled by the judge. He quoted a case in which a 
medical witness, asked if he administered a certain drug, declined 
to answer, but the judge told him he must do so unless he was 
of opinion that the drug had killed the deceased; the question 
was then Pas answered! Mr. Croft said he had much sym- 
pathy with the arguments of the medical profession for privilege 
in respect of information given to them confidentially by the 
a and necessary for the treatment of the case, and he 
elieved that in the United States, at any rate in New York, 
such privilege was extended by law. 

In the discussion the CHarrMan deprecated the partisan attitude 
of too many medical witnesses; a medical man should always give 
his evidence fully, fairly, and without bias. Mr. Jones (solicitor) 
pointed out that a witness was more likely to gain the ear of the 
court if he readily admitted anything that might tell against 
his own case and which, in the course of cross-examination, he 
would ultimately be bound to admit. Mr. Howarra (coroner) 
spoke of the great need for expert pathologists being appointed 
to conduct post-mortem examinations ordered by a coroner. He 
acknowledged the great assistance rendered by medical practi- 
tioners in this work; but, after all, many post-mortem examina- 
tions could only be satisfactorily carried out by experis. Dr. 
Twist supported the coroner’s remarks, but Dr. Hittmay thoughi 
the need could be met by the medical practitioner calling in an 
expert when he thought there was occasion for one. 

very hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Mr. Croft for 
his interesting and educative address.

. LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 

Tue London Insurance Committee met on January 28th under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Henay Lesser. Mr. Lesser made a 
statement with regard to an insurance practitioner whose name 
had been removed from the Medical Register under Section 14 
of the Medical Act (failure to inform the General Medical Council 
of his address). After the committee had sent, without response, 
three communications to this practitioner, informing him that 
if he did not take sieps promptly to have his name restored, 
it would have no option but to notify the persons on his list 
—more than 1,000—that they must choose another doctor, the 
Ministry of Health was imformed of the position, and the name 
of the practitioner was removed from the medical list. Some part 
of this action had been taken by the chairman during the recess, 
and was now approved by the commiitee. 

Failure to keep Medical Records.—The failure cf a practitioner 
to keep the medical records required under the terms of service 
was brought to the notice of the committee by the Ministry of 
Health. The medical officer of the Ministry bad examined the 
records of 350 patients who had been seen by this practitioner, 
and had found that im 190 cases the front record had not been 
completed. He had endeavoured to obtain information from the 
records of 69 patients who had been referred to him by the 
-approved societies for examination, and in 33 cases he could find 
no record by the practitioner of an attendance, visit, or clinical 
note respecting the itIness for which the patient had been referred; 
in 13 cases no record envelope or continuation card of any kind 
could be found, im 7 cases the record contained no entry either on 
the back or the front, and in the remaining 13 cases an occasional 
entry at irregular intervals had been made. The medical officer 
had also compared 326 prescriptions issued by the practitioner 
with the records of the patients receiving the prescriptions, and 
had found that in 314 cases there was no entry on the record of 
an attendance or a visit or a clinical note corresponding to the 
prescription. The Minister decided that in view of the failure of 
the practitioner to keep proper records, the sum of £50 must be 
withheld from the money payable to the committee in respect 
of medical benefit. The commitiee resolved that this £50 be 
dedueted from the practitioner’s remuneration. In another case 
of failure to keep records, in which the medical officer reported 
that he had examined 300 cards taken consecutively and found 
only six entries in two years, the sum of £15 was similarly 
withheld. In this case the practitioner attributed his failure to 
keep records to domestic difficulties, and gave an undertaking to 
keep them properly in the future. 


Practitioners’ Successful Appcals.—In a case in which the com- 
mittee had found that a practitioner had commitied a breach 
of his terms of service by accepting fees for treatment, and had 
ordered him to refund the money, the Ministry, to which the 
practitioner appealed, decided after hearing the case that only 
a part of the sum should be refunded, and held that although the 
practitioner had not followed the course which was required of 
him he might well be excused for failing to appreciate his 
‘obligations under the allocation scheme, which was by no means 
easy to construe. The Ministry’s report also stated, ‘‘ We do not 


agree with the view that appears to have been taken by the 
London Insurance Committee when they dealt with the case that 
this appellant was under an obligation to provide treatment 
without fee on being informed that the applicant requiring the 
treatment was an insured person, irrespective of whether the 
insured person applied for acceptance on his list.” In a second 
case, in which the committee had held that a practitioner had 
committed a breach of the terms of service by failing properly 
to attend and treat an insured person, the appeal of the practi- 
tioner was allowed bg the Ministry, the report stating that iis 
officers inquiring into the case had been more fortunate than the 
Medical Service Subcommittee, inasmuch as they had had the 
evidence of the doctor of the hospital to which the patient was 
taken. This, with other evidence, went to show that the practi- 
tioner had not been guilty of negligence. In a further case in 
which a practitioner was held by the committee to have com- 
mitted a breach of the certification rules, the Minister decided, 
after reviewing the case, in view of the assurances given by the 
practitioner, not to withhold any part of the moneys payable. 
Fitness of a Practitioncr.—The Medical Service Subcommittce, 
having received a report that a practitioner was totally deaf, 
decided to investigate the matter with a view to considering 
whether there was any case for submission to the Panel Com- 
mittee that, owing to disability, the practitioner’s obligations 
under the terms of service were not being adequately carried out. 
The practitioner attended before the subcommittee, which, after 
examining him, decided that his condition was not at presens 
such as to render it impossible for him to fulfil his obligations. 
The Royal Commission.—The committee decided to lay on the 
table a number of communications from other insurance com- 
mittees in various parts of the country protesting against some 
of the evidence given in the name of insurance committees to the 
Royal Commission, particularly evidence which implied that 
insurance committees might be subordinated to local authorities. 


LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE. 
A MEETING of the London Panel Committee was held on January 
26th, with Dr. H. J. Carpare in the chair. 

Evidence before Medical Service Subcommittces.—It was reported 
to the committee that the Ministry of Health had approved the 
rules for the administration of medical benefit adopted by the 
Insurance Committee subject to the deletion of the rule which 
provided for taking on oath statements made by witnesses appear- 
ing before the Medical and Pharmaceutical Service Subcommittees. 
The Minister had been advised that the subcommittees were not 
empowered to require that evidence should be given on oath. 

Medical Records.—The Insurance Committee had agreed to a 
proposal by the Panel Committee that practitioners succeeding to 
insurance practices should retain their predecessors’ forms of 
medical record. As from January Ist, therefore, all practitioners 
are permitted to retain the forms of record provided they give 
the Insurance Committee an undertaking to forward on request 
the record of any insured person who selected (or was assigned 
to) another practitioner or ceased to be entitled to medical 
beneiit. 

Ophthalmic and Dental Benefit—The Panel Committee con- 
sidered a circular letter from the Insurance Acts Committee 
suggesting a form of wording for adoption by practitioners when 
recommending insured patients to obtain ophthalmic treatment. 
The Panel Committee favoured an amended wording which would 
provide for dental benefit on the same form as follows: ‘ This 
is to certify that I am of opinion that you should consult an 
ophthalmic surgeon/a surgeon dentist.” Dr. F. con- 
tended that this would come within the category of forms which 
were returned as unsatisfactory inasmuch as it was not stated 
that the patient required treatment. The CHarrman, however, 
thought that the responsibility was on the ophthalmic surgeon 
or the dentist to say whether a person required treatment or not. 
Dr. J. E. Srratton disagreed with this view, and maintained 
that practitioners were compelled, under the regulations, to 
certify that in their opinion treatment by a dentist or an 
ophthalmic surgeon was required in any given case, and Dr. Ducon 
pointed out that in regard to dental treatment, at any rate, the 
approved societies would not provide the dentures unless a doctor 
certified that that treatment was necessary. A motion to refer 
the matter back was defeated, and the committee agreed that 
a supply cf forms as recommended be printed for circulation to 
all insurance practitioners in the London area. 

Transfcr of Practices —On a letter from the Insurance Com- 
mittee stating its opinion that it was not unreasonable for retiring 
practitioners or their representatives to accept responsibility for 
the cost incurred in notifying insured persons on their lists of the 
names and addresses of their successors—a view contrary, te 
that of the Panel Committee, which held that such a charge 
was unauthorized by the regulations—it was decided to suggest 
to the Ministry of Health that this might be well considered 
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by a conference of representatives of the two committees and cf 
the Ministry which is being called to discuss the clearance of 
practitioners’ lists. 

Surgery Accommodation—In a case in which the surgery 
arrangements of a practitioner did not apparently comply with 
the regulations—the surgery being a lock-up one a mile from 
the practitioner’s residence, and without a caretaker—it was 
agreed to inform the practitioner that unless he made satis- 
factory arrangements it would be the duty of the Panel Committee 
io refer the matter to the Medical Service Subcommittee. 

Drug Tariff—-The committee considered the issue as en 
addendum to the Loudon Insurance Pharmacopocia of a formula 
for aqua chloroformi, using spring water instead of distilled 
water, and, notwithstanding the disagreement of the Pharma- 
ceutical Committee, resolved to issue the following addendum 
to all practitioners and pharmacists in the area: Aqua chlorof. 
font.: chloroform mxx; aq. font. ad 3xx. It was stated that 
this formula would effect a reduction in cost from 4d. to one- 
tenth of a penny. 

A meeting of the Central Committee of Management of the 
newly inaugurated Public Medical Service for London followed 
the meeting of the Panel Committee, and the forms of application 
io be employed in the Service and other detailed matiers were 
considered. 


Ar the annual dinner of the medical profession of Bury and 
district, held at the Derby Hotel, Bury, on January 22nd, 
Dr. A. M. Johnson (Bury) was presented with a silver tea-set 
in recognition of his services as secretary of the Panel 
Committee, from which he has retired.
